Romulus Man Concerned 
About Rec Financing 


To the Editor: 

At the Romulus City Council meet- 
ing held on October 22, | heard Council- 
man Harry Crout ask Economic Devel- 
opment director Tim Keyes (who was 
filling in for Mayor Alan Lambert) about 
the City borrowing half a million dollars 
fromthe Tax Increment Finance Author- 
ity (TIFA) forthe new recreation center's 
Start-up costs. 

Councilman Croutasked Mr. Keyes 
when that half a million dollars would 


have to be paid back. Mr. Keyes stated 


that there was no time limit, but he 
hoped that TIFA would be repaid within 
18 months. . 

Councilman Croutasked Mr. Keyes 
if it's going to costa million dollars a year 
to operate the recreation center. Mr. 
Keyes confirmed that was correct. 

Councilman Crout asked Mr. Keyes 
what would happen if the recreation 
center didn't bring in a million dollars a 


year. Mr. Keyes replied that the City 
would probably have to take money out 
of the General Fund. 

Mr. Keyes stated that money would 
come from sponsorships, membership 
fees, and rentals. Councilman Crout 
asked how many sponsors we had so 
far. Mr. Keyes said that we have zero 
sponsors to date. 

Councilman Crout stated that he 
did not want additional tax burden puton 
the taxpayers. 

| did some research about TIFA. | 
found out that our TIFA board is com- 
posed of Romulus residents who are 
appointed to their positions. When Mayor 
Lambert and Mr. Keyes went to the 
TIFA board and asked for $18 million to 
build our new recreation center, it was 
approved. It is my understanding that 
TIFA tax dollars are to be used in a 
designated area to bring economic de- 
velopment into the city. 

On November 5, the City Council 
held a study session to review a pro- 
posed contract with a corporation inter- 
ested in managing the new recreation 
center. Tim Keyes, who directed the 


_ presentation, said it would be a three- 


year contract, and the cost would be 
$7,000 per month ($84,000 per year). 
He stated that there would be about 90 
part-time jobs at the center, but that the 
corporation would do all the hiring; the 
City would have no say regarding whois 
hired or what wages will be paid. He 
also said that the annual membership 
fee for Romulus residents would be 
$400 per family.

City of Taylor's "Dollar Home” Program 
To Benefit Lower-income Families 


In an effort to help end the cycle of 
poverty for lower-income families, the 
City of Taylor has launched an afford- 
able home sales program, according to 
Mayor Cameron G. Priebe. ~ 

The City purchased 11 homes from 
the US Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) for $1 each, 
with the closing on those sales taking 
place at an official launch event on 
November 28. 

The City will refurbish the homes 
and offerthem at market or below-market 
rates. Early income generated from the 
sales of the homes will go toward reha- 
bilitating homes that need work. 

US Representative John D. Dingell 
and Mayor Priebe were among those 
who attended Wednesday's launch 
event to explain the unique program, 
known as Taylor Cares, and how they 
hope it will reduce the number of vacant 
homes in the city. 

According to the spokespersons, 
the FHA-foreclosed homes became 
available when HUD was unable to sell 
them after a period of six months. They 
were then offered to the City of Taylor 
for $1 each. The City will make improve- 
ments to the homes that need them, 
using local contractors, and offer them 


for sale, using local real-estate agents. 
The city hopes to sell the homes to low- 
and moderate-income individuals, fami- 
lies, and senior citizens. 

The first 11 homes purchased by 
the City are scattered from the far north 
end of Taylor to the southeast corner. 
The homes have two orthree bedrooms; 
some have basements, as well. 

Mayor Priebe said the program is 
important because it provides affordable 
housingto people interested in becoming 
homeowners, while taking possibly blight- 
ed homes out of local neighborhoods. 
He added that the entire city gains be- 
cause homeowners often show more 
pride in their community than renters do. 

Priebe credited Dingell's leadership 
in getting the program started. 

Jon Belanger, the City's community 
housing coordinator, said that applicants 
must meet income guidelines provided 
by HUD and other stipulations in order 
to be eligible for a Taylor Cares home. 
He also noted that local financial institu- 
tions may offer lower mortgage rates to 
participants. 

The City plans to consider other 
homes when they become available. 

Only municipalities are eligible to 
purchase the homes for $1 each. O 





Engraved Pavers Laid at Conservatory 


On November 10, the Taylor Con- 
servatory Foundation installed the first 
200 engraved brick pavers at the Con- 
servatory and Botanical Gardens site 
as part of its "One Step At A Time" brick 
paver fund-raising campaign. Over 20 
volunteers were on hand to place the 
bricks inside the Conservatory Founda- 
tion Circle. 3 

"We had great fun working together, 


and the bricks look fantastic," stated 


Patty Donahue, the Foundation's exec- 
utive director. 


"It's very touching to see the tre- 
mendous supportfrom our community,” 
added Judge Geno Salomone, presi- 
dent of the Foundation board. 

The 4"x8" and 8"x8" bricks are 
tumbled, giving them the appearance of 
old, established materials. 

The Foundation is halfway to its 
goal of raising $50,000 by October of 
2008. Bricks are still available for sale, 
with prices starting at $50. For more
